First-class cricket, like all’ 
other sports asking for 
public support, lives on 
publicity — of: . newspapers, 
radio and films. Without 
it “yates” would dic away 
and there would be no 
money to pay professionals, 

That is why -I believes 
clubs running Test matches are 
foolish to quarre! with the news 
reels. It would .be worth their 
while to let them into the Tests 
for nothing. ° Anything that 
makes cinemn-goers  cricket- 
conscious js good for the game. 


. ABANDONED 


Mr G.F. Sanger, chairman of 
the News Reels Association, tells 
me that the figures demanded 
for Test matches, amounting to 
some hundreds of pounds, con- 
tinue to frow, with the result 
that negotiations for the last 
Test match and future ones as 
well this season have been aban- 
doned. 

“We feel that this Is a very 
short-sighted attitude on the 
part of the cricket people,” he 
said, ‘for in the past the news 
reels have done a lot to main- 
tain interest In erlcket. We have 
been negotlating with individual 
clubs where the Tests ore tak- 
ing place, but we notice a ten- 
dency among them to quote 
similar figures.” 


NO PHOTOGRAPHERS
